SAYS DE WITTE. 


Premier Fears Empire Is Fac- 


ing a Revolution or a Be- 
turn to Cossack 
Coercion. 


RESIGNS IF CRISIS COMES. 


Says It May Be Necessary for the 
Czar to Withdraw His Man- 
ifesto Promising 
Liberty. 


(From the St. Petersburg correspondent of the

ST. PETERSBURG, Dee. 10 via the Mast 
Prussian Frontier, 
Witte, in an interview, indicates that Russia 
is confronted with the alternative of a re vo- 
lution or violent coercion. He has not aban- 
doned hope, but be is not sanguine, nd if co- 
ercion should become necessary he will re- 
sign his task to other hands. He says: 

“If this alternative comes to pass it will 
be confided to somebody qualified to essay 
it. I assuredly am not so qualified. In this 
matter I am devoid of the requisite quali- 
ties and disposition.“ 


Onar May Withdraw Manifesto. 

Count de Witte further mumated that 
the ozar’s manifesto promising liberty may 
be withdrawn. He said: 

“ Unless the people rally to support the 
czar anarchy will continue until at last the 
nation may demand the suppression of the 
revolution by force.” He added: 

“Tt is not impossible then that, as @ pre- 
paratory measure, the principles embodied 
in the manifesto may be repealed or sus- 
pended.” 

Growth of Revolution. 

Count de Witte attributes the rapid devel- 
opment of the revolutionary movement to the 
grant of autonomy to the universities and the 
high schools, where the revolutionary forces 
hitherto doomed to secrecy, found asylum 
and sanctuary and absolute freedom for dis- 
cussion. Further, when this freedom became 
license, society looked on with stolid indif- 
ference, 

Continuing. count de Witte said: 


“On my return from Portsmouth I found st 


the country in a difficult position, from which 
there were only two lseues. The probiem was 
thorny and fateful, but after long and care- 
ful deliberation, the emperor, who needed no 
persuasion, acted on his own initiative, and, 
never doubting that he could bull@ upon the 


moral courage and the political good sense | i 


of the majority of his subjects, took the 
course of issuing his manifesto of Oct. 80, not 
only with alacrity, but with pleasure 


People Work Own Ruin. 

“ Clearly, the vast changes which the man- 
ifesto heraided required time and patience to 
carry out, but what happened was utterly 
unexpected. Sections of the communfty-~ 
nay, whole classes—went to work systemati- 
cally to annihilate their own means of live, 
hood and do ruin themselves and the whole 
nation. Social instinett seemed to have been 
atrophied. Instead of uniting té preserve 
order thé people quarreled among them- 
selves and attacked the government, 

The only people who acted in their own 
intereste were the revolutionisis. They knew 
what they wanted. They chose the most ef- 
fective means to attain k. and they are capa- 
ble of adopting these means even at the price 
of heavy’ sacrifices. The revolutionists aide 
all their quarrels and animosities and act 
together for the end they have in view, 
which spells destruction. Out of the re- 
sultant chaos they promise a new world 
and en earthly paradise.” 


People Do Not Help. 

After admitting that the manifesto Indi- 
rectly had intensified the revolutionary 
movement, the premier said: 

Unfortunately, the people at large take 
the view that it is the government's business 
to realize constitutional principles and to 
fight revolution. Doubtless the government 
can employ force, but force is only an evi- 
dence of weakness unless it ts leveled by 
the social conscience against the public ene- 
my. If a community will not struggle 
against anarchy, no govermment can suc- 
cessfully cope with it. 

“Ti is for this reason the telegraph and 
postal strike could not be ended. If public 
opinion, although conscious that the strike 
was ruinous to the whole nation, neverthe- 
less actively encourages it or carelessly con- 
nives at it, there is no remedy.” 

Count de Witte outlined the opinions of five 
sections of the educated classes, all wisb- 


Young woman lecturer said death is ing the suppression of anarchy and the reés- 


tablishment of order, but all refusing to join 
hands and work for the good of the country. 
All opposed the government whose imme- 
diate essential aim and interests, neverthe- 
tess, were identical with theirs. 

“Until and unless,“ he added, all ele- 
ments of society who are opposed to anarchy 
join hands to check It and codperate with the 
ezar’s ministers in carrying out the princi- 
ples laid down in the imperial manifesto, the 
situation may be regarded as truly disquiet- 
ing and serious. With the moral help of 
the community and efficacious measures by 
the government, all may be righted yet. 
Without the moral help of society, anarchy 
will continue until at last the nation may 
demand the suppression of the revolution, 
even by force.” 


Hope for the Poles.

Girls Advised to Prefer Such to Un- 
congenial Old Suiturs. 


“Tt ie certainiy a Giscouraging problem 
for the young man of today if the average 
girl is not willing to undertake married life 
on a small income, for most of our aitrac- 
tive young men are recetving smal! salaries.’ 

“A girl mustn't expect to marry to be 
taken care of. Usually she finds she has to 
take care of someone else. Marriage for a 
girl means hard work, but it is interesting 
and worth while.” 

“Any two young people who don't think

WOMEN TO JOIN IN FIGHT. 


W. C. T. U. Starts Petitions to Refute 
Assertions Made by Dunne. 


Mayor Dunre again is confronted with the 
specter of a mandamus suit to compel bim 
to close the saloons on Sunday. At a mass- 
meeting held yesterday noon at the Central 
T. M. C. A. the Sunday Closing league was 
instructed, by a vote of 245 to 8. to start the 
necessary legal proceedings against the 
eity’s chief executive. 

“The league may well regard the vote as 
mandatory.” said President W. A. Bartlett. 
“and I think it safe to say that definite ac- 
tion may be looked for in the near future.“ 

At another meeting in Willard hall mem- 
bers of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
union launched a monster referendum peti- 
tion to refute the mayor’s claim that not 
even the ehurches are in favor of Sunday 
closing.” 

Assert Their “Cosmopolitanism.” 

Both meetings asserted their cosmopol- 
Itanism and repudiated the charge that they 
were made up of long haired men and short 
haired women.” 

“Why. we even have the German-Amer- 
loans with us,” declared the Rev. W. 8. 
Plumer Bryan at the T. M. C. A. gathering. 
For years the German-Americans have been 
accused of preferring beer to good order, of 
demanding the open saloon on Sunday. Now, 
we know that that is a libel, and that they 
are as law abiding as any other people.” 


Growth of Lawiessness. . 

The meeting at the T. M. C. A was opened 
by the Rev. W. A. Bartlett, who recited the 
gradual growth of lawlessness in the city. 

After everything has been said in favor of 
any reform made by Mayor Dunne,” he edid, 
„it th well known that there are men in police 
circles who have grown enormously rich on 
graft, and whose continued presence is as- 
surance that no remedy is at hand. Wecan- 
not rely upon political parties, nor upon the 
prohibition vote.” 

Attorney Walter J. Miller followed with an 
explanation of the law: 

% Two methods are open to the citizens who 
would compel the mayor to enforcement of 
the Sunday closing law, one is by proceeding 
with the indictment of the mayor and having 
him removed from office, and the other Is by 
a wrif of mandamus. That, in our opinion, is 
the proper course.” 

Tale of Other Cities. 

Then the Rev. Mr. Bryan stirred the 
audience with a picture of other cities where 
the saloon had been closed on Sundays. 

“The law has been enforced and is being 
enforced now.” he declared. That is our 
answer to the mayor and to others. who 
say it cannot be enforced. Cities all around 
us prove ft. Boston, Pittsburg, Inditanapo- 
Us, Rock Island, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
and Minneapolis have enforced the law. 
What is more, the people like it and would 
not go back to the old order. 

“Public sentiment in Chicago has begun 
to move. What was impracticable a year 
ago seems now within our reach. The civic 
conscience has been aroused. It demands 
that the law against the Sunday saloon be 
enforced like the law against arson, bur- 
giary. and forgery. It recognizes no class 
distinctions, and grants no special privileges 
to the vested interests of the saloon.” 

“Let as march, two abreast, to the city 
hall.“ proposed the Rev. William H. Head of 
the Asbury Methodist church at 


the close of the meeting. “ Let us show the 


mayor our strength. as they did in Philadel- 


phia.

Charles Robert Spencer, heir to and half-brother 
of the earl of Spencer, as lord chamberlain. He 
will go to the house of lords with the title of Lord 
Althorp: 

The marquise of Bute as under secretary for 
foreign affairs. 

John Lawson Walton as attorney general. 

Thomas Shaw as lord advocate. 

It is expected that Winston Churchill will 
be appointed under secretary for the colonies. 

Lord Rosebery gave nis blessing to the new 
liberal cabinet at the meeting of the council 
of the Liberal league held in London this 
afternoon. He said he thought the compo- 
sition of the new ministry must fill them all 
with pleasure, and congratulated Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman on his selections. 

Lord Rosebery, however, declared that he 
„Absolutely and steadfastly adhered to his 
speech at Bodmin in which he said he could 
not serve under Campbell-Bannerman’s 
home rule banner. 

He concluded by saying that as liberals it 
was their duty to maintain a united free 
trade party. He hoped and prayed it might 
be absolutely independent of the Irish vote. 
A liberal party relying on that vote would 
not possess the confidence of the country. 
Such an alliance would not be good for the 
Trish and would be whoily bad for the lib-

TENDER AZALEA RESCUES MEN OF 
NANTUCKET CRAFT: 


Leaking Boat Goes to Bottom After 
Crew Is Taken Aboard Relief Ves- 
gel- Arrival at New Bedford Re- 
lieves Tension and Comes as Wel- 
come News to Those Who Feared 
for Safety of Those in Peril—Reve- 
nue Cutter Sent te Search. 


New Bedford, Mass., Dec. 12, 3 a. m 
(Special.}—The lig..thouse tender Azalea ar- 
rived here at 2:15 o’olock this morning with 
the crew of the Nantucket south shoal light- 
ship. The lightship foundered at 4 a. m. 
Monday, eighteen miles west of its sta- 
tion, while in tow of the tender. 

The Azalea arrived at the lightship station 
yesterday morning. The eea had died down, 
but the boat rolled heavily so low it had set- 
tled in the water because of the leaking hull. 
The crew of the lightship were taken aboard 
the Azalea after a hawser had been passed to 
the men on the tender. 

Ship Goes Down. , 

The lightship mooring was let go and with 
the disabled lightship in tow the Azalea 
started for New Bedford. The tender made 
slow headway and when eighteen miles on 
its journey, at 4 yesterday afternoon, the 
lightship suddenly dipped its nose into a 
wave and plunged to the bottom, the hawser 
being cut just in time to prevent the Azalea 
from being pulled under.

If the government deliberately plans a 
challenge now, it has chosen its time well, 
as the funds of the organizations are low and 
many workmen are tired of the strike and 
of starvation. It is understood that when M.

Some of 
the leaders have lashed themselves into fury 
and are urging that the government's chal- 
lenge must be accepted immediately.

ROME, Dec. 11.— Pope Plus expressed sor- 
row over the defection of France in divorcing 
the Catholic church at a secret consistory 
today. In his allocution he said he wished he 
could give the cardinals pleasant and con- 
scling news, but the conditions at the pres- 
ent time do not permit of consolation. 

Especial care and anxiety may be felt 
for the céuntry heretofore called the eldest 
daughter of the church, but concerning the 
anti-Catholic laws passed there against ithe 
laws of justice, the pope said he would speak 
in accordance With his apcstolic office more 
gravely and more fully at an opportune time. 

Until the last moment the pope was inun- 
dated with appeals, recommendations, and 
petitions to create an American cardinal. His 
holiness, annoyed by the persistence of the 
petitioners, is reported to have exclaimed: 

When the time comes for the creation of 
another American cardinal it is not likely that 
he will be either Archbishop Ireland, Arch- 
bishop Farley, or Archbishop Ryan.“ 

Four cardinals were created, including a 
Brazilian, the first Latin American to be in- 
vested with these honors. as follows: 

The Most Rev. Joseph Samdasa. archbishop of 
Erlau, Hungary. :

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11—John Sharp 
Williams, the minority leader of the house, 


i “stepped on the lid today just in time 


to prevent revelations in the nature of open 
criticism of the committee assignments of 
certain of his colleagues for which he is re- 
eponsible. Mr. Payne, the republican leader, 
nalvely suggested a way by which the reve- 
lations might be made, but Mr. Williams as- 
eumed all responsibuity and “ declined to al- 
low the wasbing of democratic linen for the 
amusement of the republicans.” 

The incident followed the announcement 
of committees. Mr. Lamar of Florida sub- 
mitted and had read a newspaper clipping 

purporting to quote Mr. Willams to the et- 
fect that Mr. Lamar and Mr. Shackleford 
{Missouri] had been left off the interstate 
and foreign commerce committee because 
they had failed to follow the democratic 
caucus action of last session on the railroad 
rate bill. Speaker Cannon suggested that 
the statement read did not constitute a ques- 
tion of personal privilege which entitled Mr. 
Lamar to the floor. 

Cannon to Williams’ Rescue. 

“The gentleman might. proceed by unan- 
{mous consent, suggested Mr. Payne. How 
much time does he want—an hour?’ 

It was here that Mr. Williams strode for- 
ward from his seat in the rear and objected. 
‘Mr. Lamar demanded that Mr. Williams 
call a democratic caucus tomorrow or allow 
him to proceed. Speaker Cannon wielded his 
gavel vigorousiy, and declared everybody out 
of order, and in the midst of the confusion 
recognised Mr. Yayne for a motion tc ad- 
journ, which was declared carried, and the 
session was over until Wednesday. 


Senate Gives Rate Bill Whack. 

With spirited debates on the subjects of 
railroad rate legislation, arising through the 
introduction of a bill by Mr. Tillman to au- 
thorize the interstate commerce commission 
to fix maximum rates, and the Panarha canal, 
due to a controverey over the reference of the 
emergency appropriation bill to a committee, 
today’s session of the senate continuously 
proved interesting for more than four hours. 

The debate on the Tillman bill was engaged 
in by a number of senators. Mr. Foraker de- 
clared that the bill proved that its author 
believed the present laws were sufficient to 
correct all alleged transportation evils ex- 
cept excessive rates, and that there was am- 
ple provision for the punishment of rebate 
giving. 

Mr. Tilimam responded that he had thought 
the laws sufficient until the investigation be- 
gun by Messrs. Judson and Harmon into the 
Santa Fé case had terminated in a pitiable 
flasco. Mr. Foraker asserted that the law 
could not be blamed if some person fell 
short in this city. He intimated in his discus- 
sion that there would be some extended con- 
troversies before the railroad rate bills were 
disposed of this session. 

After more than a score of senators had 
the Panama bill it was re- 
ferred to the appropriation committee by a 
vote of 40 to 28.

fight. and that was about the only basis for 
the truce which waa declared between them. 

Now, however, in the opinion of some peo- 
ple at the capital who have been watching 
the trend of affairs, Cox and Foraker may 
get together in more or jess opposition to 
Taft and Roosevelt. 

The president openly never. took any part 
in the Ohio campaign any more than he did 
in Pennsylvania. But no miembers of the 
cabinet openly participated in the Pennsyiva- 
nia campaign, and Secretary Root before he 
entered the cabinet was the official adviser 
of Mayor Weaver in his desperate fight 
against the geng. In Onio Secretary Taft. 
@ member of the cabinet who unquestiona- 
bly acted with the consent of the president 
if not at hia suggestion, as many people be- 
lieve, openly defied Boss Cox and practically 
ran him out of the republican party. At the 
same time Taft and Herrick united in mak- 
ing it clear that Senator Foraker was out- 
side the breast works in regard to the rail- 
road rate policy of the administration which 
they declared was acceptable to the repub- . 
licana generally throughout the country. 


Foraker and Cox May Unite. 

Stranger things have happened than that 
Foraker and Cox should get together on their 
old lines. Ohto republicans are today with- 
out a dominant head. Foraker has more of 
a personal following than any one else, and, 
while it is far less than enough to control 
the party, it is a distinct personal ferce 
throughout the state. Cox is beaten so far 
as the state election is concerned, but he 
probably is just as strong in Cincinnati 
and Hamilton county as ever he was. A 
union of these two forces probably would 
force Taft into the field long in advance 
of the presidential campaign of 1908 and re- 
quire him to make good his possibie claim 
to be the blican leader of Ohio and the 
logical didate of the state for the presi- 
dency or else to pull out of the field entirely 
and permit Foraker himself to be oc eure 
to the nation. 

Much of this gossip was current at the 
time of the Ohio campaign and just after 
election. It was revived sharply today by 
Senator Foraker's radical position on the 
statehood bill. He is clearly and unequivo- 
cally out of sympathy with the president's 
position and with the position of a great 
majority of the republicans in both houses 
of congress. His declaration today that he 
will hold up the statehood bill unless Arizona 
and New Mexico are eliminated from it and 
unless the people of those two territories 
are given an opportunity to vote separately 
on statehood is in sharp contrast with the 


of the creation of two states out of the four 
territories. This particular point was out- 
lined by the president when he said: 

There is no obligation upon us to treat 
territorial subdivisions, which are matters of 
convenience only, as binding us on the ques- 
tion of admissian to statehood. There is no 
justification for further delay, and the ad- 
visability of making the four territories into 
two states has been clearly established.“ 


Senator Says It Is Conviction. 

In justice to Senator Foraker it should be 
clearly understood that he and his friends 
insist that he has taken his position on the 
railroad rate and statehood questions solely 
because of his personal convictions arrived 
at after a careful study of the constitutional 
and economic questions involved in each case. 
The senator and his friends declare they have 
no possible opposition to President Roosevelt 
or his administration, and they insist that 
Senator Foraker will support the administra- 
tion on all party questions, but he does not 
consider these two measures now before con- 
gress as tests of party allegiance In any way. 

In spite of this disclaimer, his pronounced 
position taken the same day in opposition to 
the two measures so unequivocally recom- 
mended by the president, naturally has led 
to the belief that the brilliant Ohio senator 
either intentionally or otherwise is cutting 
loose from the Roosevelt admini er.

Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 11.—[Special.J— 
Charles F. Pfister, multi-milkonaire and poli- 
tlelan, indicted by the hast grand jury on a 
charge of having stolen $14,000 as baii¢e from 
the Wisconsin Rendering company, was 
placed on trial in the municipal court today. 
After the jury had been obtained, several 
witnesses were introduced, but nothing new 
s0 far has developed in the case. 

Probably the feature of the case today was 
the announcement of Mr. Pfister’s attorneys 
that they had nothing to hide in the matter, 
that they were as anxious as the state to 
clear up the case, and would aid the state 
wherever they could in doing so. Attorneys 
stated that Mr. Pfister desired to inform the 
court and jury that he would not obstruct 
or hinder the trial in any way and would, on 
the contrary, court the fullest investigation. 

This afternoon the first witnesses were 
placed on the stand. City Clerk Hinkel for 
several hours read the records of the com- 
mon council for the time when the garbage 
case was pending. 

Joseph Schaaf, a stockholder in the old 
rendering company, testified that in 1897 
the stockholders, at a meeting had voted to 
raise a fund of $25,000 to place in the hands 
of defendant. The state tried to ask what 
the fund was for, but the defense objected 
on the ground that Mr. Pfister had not at- 
tended the meeting. The court sustained 
the objection. Later witness said he had no 
knowledge of what became of the money.

GATE RECEIPTS TO GO. 


Petition for Graduate Coach and 
Abolishment of Admission 
Charges Well Received. 


Football reform has reached Northwestern 
university, but in a guise different than that 
in which it has invaded other colleges of the 
country. What the student body seeks is & 
graduate system of coaching, football for all 
students, and the abolishment of gate re- 
ceipts.” The question of continuing inter- 
888 relations also will be consid red. 

A petition containing these recommenda- 
tions, which was drawn up by the students at 
a massmeeting, will be presented to the fac- 
ulty of the university, and it is expected that 
the petition will be approved by that body. 
Acting President Holgate said that, in his 
opinion, the reforms would be adopted by the 
trustees. 

The graduate coach, according to the peti- 
tion, is to have charge of all the athletics of 
the university. Two hours each day are to be 
set aside in the afternoon, during which all 
students shall report to the coach on the ath- 
letic field and take part in the athletic sport, 
which then is in season. The students ask 
that during this time ali lectures and reci- 
tations be suspended. 


Want Game Open to All Students. 

Members of the athletic board and faculty 
were practically unanimous in declaring that 
the game should be brought within the reach 
of ali the students and not confined to the 
„ favored few.“ 

In my opinion,” said Prof. John Gray, 
“the great objection to football is not tn the 
danger to life and limb. A certain degree of 
roughness is necessary. The thing I deplore 
above all else is that the present game is 
only for a portion of the student body. In 
our colleges only about fifty men are en- 
gaged in the sport. What about the other 
500 or 600 students? They would like to play 
if they could, but as they cannot make 
the first team,’ natural pride prevents them 
from playing on a subordinate team. The 
thing we want at Northwestern is some sys- 
tem which will oversee the physical training 
of all the students.“ 

Dr. Gray, although favoring the game for 
men, declared that women should not be al- 
lowed to witness the contests. He said that 
he would ask the faculty to exclude women 
from the games. 


Wants Gate Receipts Abolished. 

Dr. James James, another member of the 
faculty, also declared that next year football 
would be played by all the men who were 
ablebodied, or it would not be played at all. 
He advocated the abolishment of gate ré- 
ceipts, because he objected to placing the 
game on a money basis. He declared that 
the gate receipts often are divided, giving 
the larger part to the winning team, and that 
in this way colleges are tempted to use un- 
fair means to win games. Dr. James said 
the abolishment of admission charges would 
clear the game from all taints of profes- 
sionalism.”’ 

Members of the faculty said in the even- 
ing that the petition would be acted on im- 
mediately, and that a reply to the students 
would be made within a few days.

In accordance with their custom for the 
last four years, the eastern railroads have 
given notice that they will not exchange 
passes with western lines during the coming 
year.

Fortunately the delegates to the charter 
convention are men who love their city but 
Jove their state, too. The charter will loose 
the bands that hinder the city’s progress 
but will not be conceived in a spirit of mis- 
trust or of repudiation of obligation to the 
state. The prosperity of the whole and that 
of the part are inseparable. 


JOHN BURNS IN THE CABINET. 

The most conspicuous appointment in Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman’s ministry is 
that of Mr. John Burns of the London 
working class district of Battersea as head 
of the local government board. Mr. Burns 
will thus be a member of the cabinet and 
will, it is said, be the first labor member 
to hold a British cabinet position. 

John Burns is a machinist by trade and 
an ardent trade unionist. Heis 47 years old 
and looks ten years older. He first won 
prominence by his six months in jail for 
his connection with the “ riots in Trafal- 
gar square in 1887. Two years later he and 
Tom Mann and Ben Tillett led to a success- 
ful issue the great London dockers’ strike. 
Burns was soon afterwards elected both to 
the London county council and to parlia- 
ment, in both of which bodies he has con- 
tinued ever since. 

He has a close knit body, a 8 in- 
cisive mind, and is known as Honest John 
Burns.” His chief personal foible is his 
extreme egotism, but that is readily over- 


popular causes and to correct his own fol- 
lowers. He summons workingmen to let 
drink alone and stop betting. He goes 


upon the public works carried out by the 


London county council by direct labor, and 
enjoins the men to do an honest day’s work 
in fidelity to the beneficent principle of 
direct employment. He champions the 


‘municipalization of public utilities, but 


stands ready to deal drastically with any 
sinister political: activity by public em- 
ployés. He defied, as a pro-Boer, the recent 
tide of war feeling when it was at its 
height, and was nevertheless overwhelm- 
ingly supported at the polls. He is a labor 
man of extraordinary parts. 

Politically his appointment may be taken 
as representing an appeal to British work- 
ingmen to support the new government in 
the general election, which must soon occur. 
Not only has political independence been 
growing in recent years among British wage 
earners, but a new political movement has 
taken shape among them during the last 
five years—the labor representation move- 
ment. Its aim is to elect workingmen as 
such to office, and a branch enrollment of 
approximately a million members is 
claimed for this movement. Its managers 
expect to return a large number of pariia- 
mentary candidates and to replace its two 
or three members now in the house of com- 
mons by a considerable group, which shall 
act ag a unit. Burns has always been 
against the independent labor party” 
idea, and he is presumably relied upon to 
make a strong appeal to workingmen against 
separatist labor. politics. 

The more radical element in the British 
labor ranks regard Mr. Burns as a traitor 
to their cause. They recall the days when 
he used, every Sunday night from a dry 
goods box at Battersea Park gate, to thun- 
der the principles of socialism. They re- 
call how, at the famous trade union con- 
gress at Norwich in 1894, he seconded the 
J. Keir Hardie resolution for “ the nation- 
alization of the land and all the mears of 
production and exchange.” They resent his 
abandoning the advocacy of these ideas 
and working instead with the liberals for 
moderate reforms. In doing so, however, 
Mr. Burns has only illustrated the tendency 
of all radicals to become tempered by the 
problems and difficulties of actual admin- 
istration. In dealing with these problems 
he has, particularly as a member of the 
London county’ council, demonstrated 
extraordinary zeal and capacity for ad- 
ministrative work. John Burns should cer 
tainly add not a little political strength to 
the new ministry, and in practical admin- 
istration he can be relied upon for a pro- 
gressive as against a radical or extreme 
policy affecting local government. 


“WATER THIEVES, LAND THIEVES.” 

There are now ten republican members of 
the house of representatives from Chicago, 
All of them will have occasion duriag this 
session to urge the improvement of the Chi- 
cago river. They will ask members of the 
rivers and harbors: committee to have an 
appropriation for the purpose ‘included in 
the annual! bil). 

If they are questioned by members of the 
committee on rivers and harbors in regard 
to the present status of work in and ander 
the river they will have to admit that they 
do not know what itis. They will have to 
say that certain powerful interests in Chi- 
cago are opposing the improvement of the 
river; that obstructions in it are known to 
exist and are desired, and that the removal 
of those obstructions is objected to. They 
will have to say that advocates of municipal 
ownership think it is better to have the river 
obstructed than not. They will have to 
say that the navigation of the river and the 
commerce of Chicago may properly be sub- 
ordinated to local questions touching the 
transportation of passengers on land. They 
will have to say that the importance of the 
river for commercial purposes has been ex- 
aggerated, and that its improvement may 
safely be postponed until questions of more 
moment concerning land traffic shall be dis- 
posed of. 

Tun Tatum does not see how, under 
the circumstances. the people of Chicago 
can look for ang appropriation for the Chi- 
cago river in the near future. If the policy 
is to obstruct the navigation of the river so 


may be promoted in a way to satisfy the 
demands of immediate municipal ownership, 
there will not be much zeal in congress for 
an appropriation for the river. 

If, on the other hand, it shall be contended 
that the commerce of the port is important, 
and that its interests have been too long 
neglected, there isa reasonable chance that

action for the improvement ot the Chicago | 
river can now with any face declare to them 
that these interests are not important and 
that they may be postponed to await “a 
more convenient season.“ They have wait- 
ed long enough. 

It ie urged that a postponement of the 
work of lowering the tunnels until after 
the April election will involve a delay of 
only sixty or ninety days in the improve- 


ment of the river. That is not true. A post- 


ponement will mean indefinite delay, be- 
cause when congress takes note of Chicago 
indifference on the subject it will refuse to 
make appropriations. It will not vote one 
penny for the improvement of. the river until 
the tunnels hall be removed, or be in the 
way of removal, and the stream be made 
navigable. The members of the committee 
on rivers and harbors are only too glad to 
avoid making an appropriation if they can. 
This will be an instance where they may, if 
they choose, and will be abundantly justified 
if they do, delay taking any action. 

If the secretary of war shall refuse to 
change the date set for the removal of the 
obstructions the city can refuse to obey the 
order and pay the penalty of $10,000 a 
month, Then it will be disobeying the di- 
rect order of congress. The payment of a 
fine will not absolve it from the consequences 
of its act of disobedience. 

With what. face can the ten representa- 
tives from Chicago ask for appropriations 
for improvements of any kind while the 
municipality persists in defying the author- 
ity of congress? 

Never before was a great 1 city 
in the United States asked to petition con- 
gress to obstruct its principal harbor in order 
to bring about the settlement of a land ques- 
tion. “ There be water thieves and land 
thieves "; and in thie instance there is not 
much to choose between them. 

THE LIBERAL CABINET. 

The ministry which Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman has formed is one of the future 
rather than of the present. It is the minis- 
try that will initiate and carry out policies 
after a general election shail have given 
the libera] party a majority in the house of 
commons. It is generally assumed that it 
will have a majority without the votes of the 
Irish members. At present the liberals are 
in a minority in the house. They take office 
merely that they may do what it would have 
been more becoming in Mr. Balfour to do— 
dissolve parliament and go tothe couftry. 

The cabinet which the liberal leader has 
offered, “ subject to approval by the Eng- 
lish voters, is one which a majority of the 
British voters unquestionably will approve 
of. It contains many strong men, whose 
names are almost as familiar to Americans 
as to Englishmen. That of Earl Rosebery 
is not among them. It could not well be. 
He who has once been premier does not care 
to fill a subordinate position. He did not 
display the qualities of a good leader when 
he was at the head of the party, and it is 
questionable whether the new administra- 
tion would be strengthened if it included 
him. 

It is not necessary to tell an American 
public who John Morley is. It is equally un- 
necessary to introduce James Bryce to them. 
It is something of a surprise that he should 
be secretary for Ireland. It is a post which 
will allow its incumbent little time for pleas- 
ing intellectual pursuits. Another surpris- 
ing selection is that of John Burns as presi- 
dent of the local government board. He is 
a man of great ability, but he is one to whom | 
the less progressive liberals of an earlier 
day would not have given. official recogni- 
tion. 

Sir Edward Grey, who succeeds Lord 
Lansdowne as secretary for foreign affairs, 
was under secretary ten years ago, and is 
not unfamiliar with the work he will have 
todo. Whether Mr. Asquith, the new chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, has the peculiar abil- 
ity which should be possessed by the incum- 
bent of the office is yet to be demdnstrated. 
He made a good home secretary in the last 
liberal administration, but it does not follow 
that he can make a satisfactory budget. H. 
J. Gladstone, a son of the “ grand old 
man,” but not the heir of all his statesman- 
like qualities or his oratorical gifts, is to be 
home secretary. 

A serious question which cannot be an- 
swered until after the liberals shall have 
really come into power is whether the leader 
of the heterogeneots elements represented 
in the new cabinet has the qualifications 
for his position. He has not the unques- 
tioned pre@minence of such men as Glad- 
stone and Disraeli, and it remains to be seen 
to what extent he will be able to command 
unfaltering support when his party has a 
majority in the house.

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‘HE court of the new king of Norway | 


and of his English born queen differs 

from all others in Europe excepting 

those of Belgrade, of 2 and of 

Bucharest, by {ts absence of nobles. 
In ‘Bervia, Greece, and Roumania nobdillary 
titles have been abolished by law, cannot be 
therefore sported at court, and are only kept 
for foreign use by fhose who have hereditary 
pretensions thereto. But in Norway there is 
no law against titles. There simply is no 
nobiliary caste, ane the half a dozen familles 
or so who have titles hold them from foreign 
governments and do not use them. There 
are, therefore, no dukes. or counts, or barons 
at the court of Christiania, and in this sense 
it is extremely democratic. 

Drontheim was in olden days the capital of 
Norway and the residence of its rulers, and 
there have been suggestions made that King 
Haakon and Queen Maud should establish 
their court there. But while this might be in 
keeping with historic tradition and national 
sentiment, it would be not only Inconvenient 
but Hkewise impracticable for the present, 
and the new king and queen therefore have 
taken up their residence at Christiania, the 
name of which recalls the former Danish 
domination of the kingdom, and will make 
their home, at any rate for some time to 
come, in the royal palace there, which was 
built by King Charies XIV., the former 
French Marshal Bernadotte] in the third dec- 
ade of the nineteenth century. It is perched 
on the summit of a hill, opposite the palace 
of the storthing, or national legislature. and 
is a stately building commanding a mag- 
nificent view, and with about & couple of 
hundred rooms. Nearly all the art treasures 
with which the palace was stocked were 
the private property of the reigning house 
of Sweden and have been removed by the 
latter to Stockholm, as well as a good deal of 
the furniture, so that the interior of the 
palace presents a dismantled condition, and 
it may be safely taken for granted that the 
Norwegians will vote a sum for its refurnish- 
ing, as well as for the purchase of paintings, 
etc.

Something like a curse seems to pursue the 
Naylor Leyland family, and from proceed- 
Ings which have just been taking place in 
chancery in London it would seem that the 
late Sir Herbert Naylor Leyland’s only sister, 
Mrs. Chetwynd, was a few months ago thrust 
into a lunatic asylum by her relatives without 
proper cause or justification, since she has 
just been released as the result of a declara- 
tion by the commissioners of lunacy that she 
was entirely sane. 

Mrs. Chetwynd is diyorced from her hus- 
band, the eldest son and heir of Lord Chet- 
wynd. Her brother, the late Sir Herbert, who 
married Miss Jeannie Chamberlain of Cleve- 
land, O. (now his widow), had the entire latter 
portion of his Hife blighted by having the 
misfortune to kill his father accidentally by 
mistaking him for a stag while out deer 
stalking in the Highlands. The affair was 
terribly tragical. But somehow or other 
ft never seemed to appeal to frivolous and 
worldly London society in that light. Indeed, 
people were actually inclined to make a joke 
of the affair, and endowed Sir Herbert with 
the cruel nickname of Bagdad.“ which 
stuck to him to the end of his days. 

The old man's widow, that is to say, Bag- 
dad Leyland's mother, was constantly in 
litigation. with her children, and there have 
been few more sensational causes célébre 
than her lawsuit with her daughter, Mrs. 
Chetwynd, in which the latter denounced her 
mother as crazy. 0 

— 

Mrs. Chetwynd was unfortunate in mar- 
rying into the noble house of Chetwynd. For 
it is famous not only for the antipathy of its 
lineage, which extends back in an unbroken 
line to Adam de Chetwynd, lord of Chetwynd, 
who figured in the history of the twelfth 
century, but also for the extraordinary num- 
ber of its divorces. Among them have been 
those of Lord and Lady Buglesey, of Isabella 
Chetwynd, who, after being divorced by Mr. 


Poole of Marbury hall, Salop, married the 


late Viscount Combermere, the co-respondent 
in the case, and of William Chetwynd, in 
whose divorce case Lord Liandaff figured.as 
co-respondent, People have short memories 
here, as in England, and therefore ho ex- 
ception was taken at the time when g num- 
ber of years later Lord Liandaff was ap- 
pointed a member of the Salisbury cabinet 
and secretary of state for the home depart- 
ment as a reward for the impassianed elo- 
quence with which he had championed the 
sanctity of the British hearth and home, and 
for the virulence with which he had assailed 
Sir Charles Dilke in the celebrated Crauford 
divorce case, in which Sir Charles was cited 
as co-respondent. 
— 

A few years ago Mrs. Chetwynd was the 
defendant in a lawsuit which cast an in- 
structive light upon the modern conditions 
of London society. The suit preceded Mrs. 
Chetwynd’s divorce, and the plaintiff in the 
case Was a man of the name of Straus. En- 
gaged in the wine business, he had first made 
the acquaintance of the Chetwynds by selling 


them a few dozens of wines. It was not long 


before the man, whose social ambitions were 
only equaled by his vulgarity, was dining 
with the Hon. Richard and Mrs. Chetwynd 
and a constant guest at their house, rendering 
himself useful both to husband and wife by 
doing little jobs for them in the city, such as 
buying and selling stock, etc. In course of 
time Mrs. Chetwynd got tired of Straus. 
Perhaps his vulgarity and presumption ended 


by palling on her, or possibly she found some 


less objectionable factotum to do her little 
jobs in the city whenever she felt like a fling 
on the stock exchange. At any rate, be this 
as it may, Straus was no longer invited to 
dinner, and when he called at Mrs. Chet- 
wynd’s house he was invariably informed: 
that she was not at home.“ 

Exceedingly disgusted and annoyed, he 
thereupon resorted to the form of revenge 
that most naturally suggested itself to him. 
He sent her a bill for all the wines that he 
had supplied to her hoysehold and that had 
remained unpaid. Mrs. Chetwynd denied the 
liability on the ground that the indebtedness 
was not hers but that of her husband. Mr. 
Straus, however, through his intimacy with 
Mr. and Mrs. Chetwynd, and through the 
knowledge which as a friend he had obtained 
of their family affairs, was aware that it was 
the wife who had the money, having been an 
heiress at the time of her marriage, and that 
the husband was relatively badly off. Event- 
ually the matter was decided adversely to 
the plaintiff on the ground that he should 
have sued Richard Chetwynd and not his 
wife.

MANY CITIES FEEL 
CANADIAN TARIFF. 


Large Manufacturing Concerns All 
Over Country Starting Branches 
in the Dominion to Hold 
Their Markets There. 


Illinois manufacturers, who are agitating 
relief measures to prevent the partial trans- 
fer of industries from the United States to 
Canada, obtained yesterday additiona: sta- 
tistics which served as an impetus to their 
movement. 

The figures revealed a more alarming con- 
dition of affairs due to the influence of a 
high Canadian tariff than at first was con- 
ceived. Some of the greatest corporations 
in the United States were found to have 
moved portions of their manufacturing plants 
to Canadian soll, while a number of ot..ers 
are considering such steps in an effort to 
keep the market nofth of the lakes.

Prolific Writer of Pamphlets. 

It was as a writer of pamphiets that Mr. 
Atkinson took the keenest delight in life. He 
liked to write. He was fond of trying to im- 
press his own ideas upon the people. He 
had no newspaper, and so he wrote pam- 
phiets. And circulated them by thousands. 

He wrote pamphlets on banks, fires, capital, 
labor, war, peace, bimetallism, taxation, cur- 
rency, free trade, history, nutrition, sla very, 
the negro question, and finally on im- 
perialism. 

His ideas on the American occupation of 
the Philippines were so extreme and he voiced 
them so strongly that his pamphlets brought 
him within the laws against sedition. There 
were loud clamors for his punishment, but 
the government declined to revive so obsolete 

a law and contented itself with depriving Mr. 
Atkineor’ s anti-imperialistic pamphiets the 
privileges of the mails.

Manitoba wheats were 
firmer, export sales 120.000 bu. The local 
flour demand continued quiet. Total pri- 
mary receipts were 1,244,000 bu compared 
with 1,538,000 bu last year. The last car- 
goes of wheat from northern lake ports have 
cleared and tetal primary shipmests were 
only 259.000 bu. World’s shipments were 
liberal, 12,752,000 bu. Liverpool futures were 
up id on the Argentine rains. Paris was 
Ko higher, Antwerp unchanged, Budapest 
and Berlin each ½e lower. 

May sold up ne early to 89540 on some 
local covering induced by the Argentine 
rains and the higher Liverpool market, bu 
there wgs consider ble commission selling on 
the bulge, the covering demand was soon 
supplied and the market reacfed to 88%-%c. 
On the visible supply figures the price worked 
back to the high point. closing slightly under 
it at 89%c sellers. Daggett. Peavey, Lake, 
Vance, and Soott were commission buyers. 
There was selling by Kidston, O’ Brien, Bros- 
seau, Ware-Leland, and Bartiett- Frasier. 


Corn Moving More Freely. 

Increased country sales to arrive, the re- 
sult in part of the continued fine weather 
and a weak cash market, prices off ie, 
were reflected in a decline in speculative 
values. Local bulls who bought May last 
week dumped their lines, and there was a 
break to 44%c, with the close at 44%c, show- 
ing a net lose of %c for the day. The De- 
cember deliveries were even weaker, with 
losses of ½e in the new style and %c in 
the old.

Liverpool prices 
were unchanged, on passage cargoes quoted 
steady. Wells, Wagner, Comstock, Rumsey, 
McReynolds, and Harris-Scotten were all 
sellers. The buying was led by Lake, Rolo- 
son, and local shorts, who took profits on 


the dip. 
Oats Meet Support. 

Oats were under some selling pressure early 
but ran into a stubborn commission demand 
for May an a break to 82%c and worked back 
to e, closing 4c under top at a net gain of 
eo. December gained 4c. There were some 
reports of an increased movement in the 
seuthwest being likely, but country acoept- 
ances to iocal firme showed little increase. 
Prices in the sample markets were e lower, 
the shipping demand fair, with sales of 815,- 
du. Export sales of 150,000 bu at the 
seaboard were reported and clearances were 
18700 bu. There were 219 cars inspected in 
and 288 estimated. The visible supply de- 
creased 307,000 bu for the week. There was 
selling by Kidston, McReynolds, and Ware- 
Leland with buying by Bartilett-Frazier, 
Friedman, Wagner, Geahart, Sickel-Roberts, 
and Buckley. Armour sold early but was a 
buyer on the later rally. 


Nearby Lard Firm. 

Shorts in December and January lard com- 
peted with exporting houses in buying the 
smal] offerings, and the cicsing prices were 
Se higher in spite of a liberal hog move- 
ment ard weakness in pork and ribs.

Members were in a critical mood in voting 
on the nine amendments to the rules submit- 
ted to ballot yesterday, defeating all but one 
out of the nine. The two amendments pro- 
viding for payment of 80 per cent of the value 
of carlots of grain on delivery or five days 
after delivery of bill of lading receipts, which 
shippers declared were not negotiable, were 
slaughtered, the first defeated by a vote of 
53 to 7386 and the second by a vote of 79 to 


the prospect. The condition was $4.1 on an 
area of 81,841,000 acres, which is .6 per cent 
larger than in 1004 On the usual basis of 
figuring this suggests a crop of 500.000. 000 
bu, but quantitative estimates in December 
are worthiess. If the condition should be 
as high next spring it would be of more Im- 
portance, both speculatively and practical- 
ly. in its probabie influence on farmers to 
part with their reserves of wheat freely. 
The condition figure compares with 82.9 in

91.5. The winter rye condition on Dec. 1 
was 05.4, as compared with 90.6 on Dec. 1. 
1904, 92.7 in 1008. and 95.8 December average 
of the last ten years. 

The Minneapolis Market Record estimates 
that not much more than 40 per cent of the 
northwest crop was moved to terminal mar- 
kets up to Dec. 1, againet normal receipts 
of 50 per cent eof a crop by that date and 
recetpts of 51 per cent in 1904 and in 1908. 
The estimate ie based on returns from coun- 
try millers and grain handiers on the 
amount marketed in the country up to Nov. 
1 on an estimate of stocks of 26,000,000 bu 
in country elevators on that date and the 
fact that the overcrowded storage houses 
in the ceuntry and the great demand for 
cars shows that the usual percentage could 
not have been moved to terminal markets 
during November. The estimate would be 
of more value to the trade if it were mot 
based on returns more than a month old.

Some Improvement Shown in Finan-

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—[Special. Stocks 
continued strong In today’s trading, although 
profit taking caused a more irregular tone, 
with lower quotations generally at the close. 
The money stringency shewed some im- 
\prevement. 

The movement in Union Pacific was the 
strong sustaining influence in the whole mar- 
ket. t. Paul kept effective company with 
Union Pacific, and Southern Pacific also 
showed a naturally close sympathy. Other 
western and grain carrying stocks moved 
more moderately in spite of the promise 
ef the winter wheat crop. There was ne spe- 
clal news to account for the mevement in 
Union Pacific. The speculative advance in 
Reading was aggressively renewed also. 

The strength in New York Central was 
attributed to the fact that a dividend and 
rights are to come off the price at an early 
date. Copper stocks of all were 
prominent in the day's speculation, both on 
the stock exchange and in the curb market, 
some of them, including Amalgamated Cop- 
per, reflecting heavy profit taking. The lat- 
ter rebounded strongly on the report of a 
further advance in the price of copper, but 
closed unchanged. The United States Steel 
stocks were persistently sluggish unt! late 
in the day. 

The action of the secretary of the treasury
